Four inches of ice that is 
deteriorating has more air spaces and will not support the 
same weight that four inches of new or good ice will.

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Minnow Seiners Banned 
During Summer From 
K.P., Lake Margrethe 


Lake Margrethe and K.P. 
Lake will be closed to min- 
now seiners from Memorial 
Day to Labor Day following 
a DNR order announced 
Friday. 

The two Crawford County 
lakes and Higgins Lake will 
be among several northern 
Michigan lakes closed to 
commercial minnow _har- 
vesting during summer, 
according to County Com- 


' missioner Bud Joyce, who 
| attended a hearing Friday at 


the DNR Conference Center 
on the north shore of Higgins 
Lake. 

The seasonal ban is the 
second halt of minnow sein- 
ing at the three area lakes. 
Last year, the DNR banned 
minnow seining at eight nor- 


thern inland lakes, The DNR 
feared over-harvesting of 
minnows at the lakes hurt 
the entire fish population 
and property owners around 
the lakes complained about 
trespassing, verbal abuse, 
and other damage by min- 
now seiners. 

That ban was lifted in 
July, however, after minnow 
dealers protested. They said 
they obtain 80-95 percent of 
their minnows from Lake 
Huron and only go to the 
inland lakes when weather 
forces them off the big lake. 
They said only a few minnow 
seiners were causing the 
problems with property 
owners. 


DNR regional fisheries 


chief Jerry Manz said 
general observation by DNR 
officers indicate the com- 
mercial harvesting is doing 
harm to the lakes. He point- 
ed out the DNR eliminated 
minnows in one small lake 
through their own seining 
operation. 


The seasonal ban this year 
will attempt to keep proper- 
ty owners and minnow 
seiners apart from each 
other during the summer - a 
time when they met often in 
the past. Also the summer 
ban will attempt to give 
minnows a safe period when 
demand is the heaviest for 
the minnows that are mostly 
sold to Saginaw Bay perch 
fishermen.

Wet Fall Spurs 
Road Petition 


The wettest fall weather in 
recent history has prompted 
a petition from 95 property 
owners along Jones Lake 
Road asking for road im- 
provements. 

Ninety-five out of 206 
property owners along the 
road signed a petition turned 
into the Grayling Twp. 


Board last month. The peti- 
tion drive began during the 
fall when wet weather help- 
ed bring out the best of the 


dirt road’s ruts. 

“It was the wettest fall 
we've had since I’ve been 
here,’ Crawford County 
Road Commission Manager 
John Keir said, ‘‘We’d grade 
a road and two or three days 
later it would be bad again. 
We couldn’t get around fast 
enough.” 

Grayling Township turned 
the petition over to the road 
commission with a resolu-

the landfill was the best 
place to put the oil-stained 
soil because it is isolated 
from private water wells and 
monitor wells around the 
landfill will warn the DNR if 
the fuel oil leaks into the 
groundwater. 

The stained dirt was dum- 
ped in piles and will be used 
as daily cover over garbage. 

“Hopefully, most of the oil 
will get tied up in the 
refuse,” Caden said. 

The fuel-oil-stained dirt 
falls under the heading of 
non-hazardous, type II waste 
allowed by the DNR to be 
dumped at the Crawford/ 
Otsego landfill. Caden said 


the nearest private property 
line next to the landfill is 2000 
feet away and private wells 
downstream of the ground- 
water flow are farther still. 


He felt the fuel-stained dirt 
would not cause a problem at 
the landfill but if it did, tech- 
nology today makes it easy 
to remove oil from the 
groundwater. With the 
monitor wells and the wide 
buffer zone between the 
landfili and private water 
systems, he said the landfill 
was the best place to deposit 
the dirt. 

The dirt came from the 
DNR repair shop in Gaylord 


where fuel oil leaked out of 
12,000-gallon-capacity tank. 
DNR personnel removed as 
much of the contaminated 
dirt beneath the tank as 
possible but were unable to 
remove all of it. The DNR is 
still working on the problem 
in Gaylord. 

Caden said other spills 
from oil wells in the two 
counties have heen deposited 
at the landfill but in smaller 
amounts, usually a couple of 
barrels of sand. 

The landfill has 12 monitor 
wells around its perimeter 
and readings are taken 
every three months and sent 
tothe DNR.

gram change is put into ef- 
fect March 14 by the Michi- 
gan State Housing Develop- 


_ ment Authority (MSHDA). 


The Authority lends 
money for a wide variety of 
home improvements on one- 
to four-unit properties at in- 
terest rates ranging from 3 
to 14 percent, depending on 
the borrower’s adjusted an- 
nual income. 

Loans are available to per- 
sons whose annual household 
income does not exceed 
$15,999, after subtracting 
$750 for each member of the 
household. In certain target- 
ed neighborhoods, loans can 
be made to people with ad- 
justed incomes up to $23,999. 

Except in these target 
neighborhoods, loan applica- 
tions must be made directly 
to local banks, savings and 
loan associations, or credit 
unions.

Michigan is 14th in 
Alcohol Problems 

Michigan ranks 14th among the 
48 contiguous states in terms of 
alcohol problems according to a 
study by the National Institute of 
Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism. 

Compared to the other industrial 
Great Lakes states, Michigan 
ranked far worst in alcohol-related 
problems than six states — Illinois, 


32nd; Ohio, 38rd; Pennsylvania, 
35th; Wisconsin, 37th; Indiana, 38th 
and Minnesota, 48rd. 


The study was based on alcohol- 
related mortality rates on a per 
capita basis, using deaths attributa- 
ble to cirrhosis, alcoholic psychosis, 
alcoholism, alcoholic poisoning, 
highway fatalities, 
homicides. 

A total of 17 separate factors — 
including unemployment, education 
levels and population density — 
were studied as contributing factors 
to alcohol problems. 

The state with the worst alcohol 
problems was New Mexico, with 
Nevada number two. 

Maryland had the least number of 
alcohol-related problems, with Iowa 
being number 47 in terms of total 
problems.

The crows are back from 
wherever it is they go when 
it gets cold. The chickadees 
are so confused that at times 
they sing their spring song. 
The blue jays are doing it too 
when by chance they visit 
the feeder. I suspect this 
winter is as unusual for the 
wildlife as it is for us. The 
deer are still out in the high 
country so the yards should 
be a bit better off than is 
typical. The eagles have 
returned and it appears that 
nesting activity has started. 
During some bad winters, 
the muskrats are frozen out 
of food and ponds, where- 
upon those able start a wan- 
dering search for food. 
Weather and_ predators 
usually foil such attempts. 

While the lack of snow 
may benefit most forms of 
wildlife, it sure does not help 
northland economy and that 
some lack of snow may allow 
intense cold to harm the 
seeds or rootstocks of 
various flowers and other 
plants. Some flowers need 
some cold to stimulate 
growth but are normally in- 
sulated by deep layers of 
snow by this, the cold time of 
winter. 

Without the melting snow 
to wet our woodlands, we 
could have a bad time with 
fires before green-up so keep 
your fingers crossed.

In other building and personnel related 
business; concern over costs of appilances such as air con- 
ditioners, refrigerators, and heaters was referred to committee; 
restrictions on the law library phone were clarified; and inmate 
use of phones was discussed. Blue-Cross Blue Shield family 
coverage and the medical report from Dr. Dosch were reviewed. 
Requirements for ordering autopsies will be obtained. Recom- 
mendations on energy effectiveness of the boiler and water 
heater were ordered to the Finance Committee for review. A 
finger guard for the paper cutter and notice of up-coming 
seminars on safety and the open meetings act was discussed. 

A review of programs under the small cities community 
block grant program revealed that the Roger City hospital, Riley 
Township sewer and water project, an adjustment to a Dial-A- 
Ride system and, sidewalks and guard rails in Gaylord had been 
approved. 

Payment was authorized to Chenonquet Consulting for 
$2500.00 now, and $3847.00 when state funding is received to 
cover the forest inventory mapping project recently completed. 

A public hearing on the proposed use of Federal Revenue 
Sharing funds for the 14th Entitlement Period convened for 35 
miniutes at 2:00 p.m. Projected funds are estimated for 1983 at 
$165,216.00. In the past revenues have been deposited in the 
General Fund and appropriated to the Sheriff Dept. for public 
safety. Many commentyg relative to formulas used for said funds, 
ability to operate when the program is eliminated, more services 
being requested by government, and reduction of taxes wera 
received, Specific use and the time table on funds are set by the 
Federal Government. Concurrance of continued use for public 
safety was received. 

A decision on a proposal from Mr. Paul Goode for consulting 
and administrative services was tabled & referred to the Finance 
ce Committee for further study, after which the public hearing 
was reconvened for further comment at 3:15 p.m. No further 
comments being received, the hearing was announced closed, 
and the regular meeting reconvened. 

Commissioners next heard presentations on the Green 
Thumb employment program for disadvantaged and older 
workers, and the programs being offered through the Co-op Ex- 
tension Service. The latter program presently hag 350 to 400 
participants in several programs, and is presently active in the 
planning of Crawford County’s first fair, scheduled for August 
1983. 

Safety recommendations made by Corporate Services, Inc. 
were reviwed by the Board. Many of the recommendations have 
already been implemented, and others will be initiated in the 
near future, Sheriff White reviewed some of the procedures 
required for inmates, and problems being encountered. The 
problem of unauthorized phone calls was briefly discussed, and 
the Sheriff will obtain more information on the feasibility of ad- 
ditional phone jacks. 

Reimbursement of Circuit Court cooperative programs with 
Otsego and Kalkaska was reviewed, and a request for advance- 
ment of one quarter of both the Circuit Court and Friend of the 
Court budgets at the beginning of each quarter will be taken un- 
der consideration. Payment of $14,342.79 to Otsego County on 
the Co-operative Reimbursement Program was approved, with 
the provision that clarification of mileage and other costs be 
provided. 

Information relative to the replacement of CETA by JTPA 
was received, and a resolution was passed recognizing and en- 
dorsing the present Northeast Michigan Manpower Consor- 
tium’s application for designation as a service delivery area and 
grant recipient status under JTPA. 

The Finance Committee has met with representatives of Ot- 
sego County to discuss many issues on the joint landfili opera- 
tion. Legal counsel will be obtained to resolve several issues. Use 
of the Military to assist in the trenching, hours of operation, con- 
tracting the operation, and outstanding repair bills were among 
topics of discussion. An advance of funds necessary to pay our 
share of the repair on the D-4 Dozer in the amount of $3830.00 
was authorized, 

A special committee of Mattis, Welser, and Miller to further 
study the landfill operation was appointed. 

Board policy on reimbursement for travel, meals, and other 
expenses will be submitted to Department Heads, Boards, and 
Committees, 

A resolution was adopted calling for a public hearing on 
February 24, 1983, at 2:00 p.m to consider the change in the en- 
tity from Tarvainen Nursing Center to the Grayling Health Care 
Center and to comply with the change in the new federal tax law. 

Federal Revenue Sharing funds for the 14th Entitlement 
Period were designated for public safety in the Sheriff Depart- 
ment, Meeting adjourned at 5:55 p.m.

tion supporting its call for 
improvement on Jones Lake’ 
Road. The road commission 
has added it to its list of road 
projects, but although the 
property owners, township, 
and county all agree the road 
needs improvement, money 
may stand in the way. 

Keir said it will probably 
cost $40,000 to $60,000 a mile 
to bring the road up to gravel 
or blacktop surface. The 
property owners would like 
four miles of road improved. 

Grayling Twp. usually 
spends $20,000 to $25,000 a 
year on road projects match- 
ing funds with the county. 
Bernie Fowler said fixing 
Jones Lake Rd. would use up 
a lot of years of the town- 
ship’s road improvement 
fund. 

The county usually mat- 
ches township money on a 50- 
50 «split. Grayling Twp. 
already had three road pro- 
jects ahead of Jones Lake 
Road and Frederic Town- 
ship has one. Roads in Sher- 
wood Forest, Woodleaf 
Drive, and Circle Court in 
Grayling Twp. are scheduled 
for paving and other im- 
provements and Cameron 
Bridge Rd., Kolka Drive, 
and Batterson Road in 
Frederic Twp. still have 
work to be completed. 

Keir said the road com- 
mission will be able to im- 
prove some of Jones Lake 
Rd. later this year because 
of a change in state defini- 
tions about maintenance. 
Under new liberal 
definitions the county will be 
able to do some ditching and 
surface work with main- 
tenance funds.
